Rock river,which is on the rampage, 
was early Tue.sday niornitig the cause 
of Immense damage at Helolt, on the 
Wisconsin line, north of Rockford. 
The worst Hood, according to old 
settlers, in the history of Beloit in- 
undated the southern portion of that 
city shortly after midnig ht and thous 
ands of dollars damage to 
property 
and provisions was the result. 
The 
water stood three and four feet deep 
in the heart ot the business district 
until about noon Tuesday when it 
began to subside. 
The deluge of water was caused by 
the overflowing of Turtle Creek, which 
is almost completely dammed at the 
bridge of the St. Paul road 
which 
cros.ses the stream just tliis side of the 
city limits. 
The huge cakes of ice 
which came down with the torrent of 
water caused by the heavy 
storm 
caused a gorge ag ainst the bridge 
piers. 
The continued rain during the 
night made the creek still higher and 
with ilie ice dam holding It back it 
was not long before it began to ilow 
over and around the bridge. 
The Hat 
ground 
weis soon covered and 
the 
water backed up into the busine.ss 
streets of South Beloit and even over 
the state line in Wisconsin. 
But tho worst feature of the catas­ 
trophe was added when in the midst 
of the excitem ent the cry of tire was 
raised and it was seen that the big 
gas eng ine works of the J ohn Thomp 
son Sons was on tire. 
it appears that the Hoods bore down 
on a large oil tank and overturned it. 
The oil pread out over the -vater and 
reaching a boiler in the eng ine room 
wasuuickly ignited. 
There was a 
deafening explosion and 
the llames 
shot upward and spread to every por 
tion of the factory. 
In an instant all 
was on fire. 
There was no po.ssibility 
of arresting the conflagration and tfie 
building was totally destroyed. 
The loss to the company is estima­ 
ned at nearly $ 2‘)0 ,oih'), witli $00,000 
Insurance. 
A large force of men are 
thrown out of employment. 
Two workmen were severely burned 
and N. N. 
Wood, mglit watchman, 
was found ab.yut noon 
dead, lying 
face downward In ttie middle of the 
macliiiie shop Hoo 1. 
When the first 
rush of the Hood c an e 
.Mr, 
Wood 
hastened to put out the tires under 
the boiler and save the plant. 
He had 
not gone 50 feet from' the onice wti n 
the explosion occurred which caused 
the tire. 
He was unable ¿ o escape, tìie 
water and tire penning tiim in. 
The Hood prevented the tire depart­ 
ment from g etting within half a mile 
of the burning factory, and so tierce 
and rapid w ere-th e Hames that it 
could have done but little good, 
in 
their frantic elTorts to reach the Hre, 
the mrn took great risks and two of 
the 
tire 
department horses 
were 
drowned in the rushing water, wtiiie 
the firemen liad a hard battle trying 
to save ttieir own lives. 
Beloit was practically cut otf from 
the outside world Tue.sday. 
A wash­ 
out on Park avenue in the city pre­ 
vents east bound trains from keeping 
their schedules.
